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1. ‘There are two airfields in CHEB (N 51/1 37). The larger ona, 
hocated sast of the town, Ils bordered by the villages of DOL.SCHORN, 
TREONITZ and HOH.SCHOEN. The amaller one, southeast of the 
town, is on both sides of the HOR. SCHOEN-POBHRAD cirt road. 


2. There was fog in the morning and the noise of running aircraft 
engines was not heard. when the visibility improved in the after= 
noon it was observed that the larger of the two alrfields was une 
occupied and unguarded. Only some wracked aircrait, obviously 
from World War If, were observed at the field. 


5. Hour or five aircraft, definitely determined as Ne~l09s, and one 
larzse twin-enzine aircraft were observed at the smeller airfield 
Guring the afternoon. ‘The planes were parked in front of two 
hangars. Three a-109s took off at short intervals at 4 p.m. 
conducting flights In the immediate vicinity of the fiddad until 
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BE concent : 


a. ‘Ihe airfield located east of CHEB 1s designated "CHER", that 
southeast of the town "CHEB-OBERSCHOEN". ‘The above report shows 
that the CHEB airfisld is apparently unoccupied, but individual

be. It is not known whether a fi-nter unit is permanently 
stationed at this field or whether the observed aircraft wore 
only there temporarily.

c. we-l09 aircraft have previously been observed with the 4th, 
Sth, 7th and Sth Ftr Rests. the statement that the observed 
aircraft were definitely lle-l09s excludes the possibility that 
they belcnzed to a Soviet fighter unit. 
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
